That  the  thirteenth  year  of  its|H 
istence  as  one  of  the  leading  institu- 
tions of  the  town  andw  hich.has  just 
come  to  a close,  was  the  most  pros- 

- perous  and  successful,  was  shown  by 
the  report  of  the  librarian  submitted 
.to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  tb..  £ 

- Herman  Bosler  memorial  Library, 
yesterday.  - Tho  institution  has 
increased  in  size  and  popularity,  and 
with  the  new  plans  proposed,  will 
doubtless  meet  with  the  success  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.^  Tho  board  wefe 
unanimous  in  praising  the  work  as 
done  under  the -direction  of  the  ' li- 
brarian W.  .Horner  Amos. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  J.Herman 
Bosler  Memorial  library  was  held  at 
2 o’clock  yesterday  afternoon  in  tna 
At.  library  buildinor . , . . . . 


The  following  officers  were  re-elect-’, 
ed  for  the  ensuing  year:  President, 
Hon.  Edward  W.  Biddle;  Vice  Presi- 
dent, Dr.  Charles  Francis-  Himes; 
Secretary,  John  M.  Rhey,  Esq.,  Treas- 
urer, J.  Webster  Henderson,  Esq.; 
Librarian,  William  Homer  Ames. 

The  report  of  the  librarian  showed 
a year  of  exceptional  progress/sub- 
stantial gains  having  been  made  both 
in  membership  and  in'  circulation,  the 
latter  shpwing  a gain  of  2,134  vol- 
umes oyer  1911,  or  more  than  ten  pm 
cent.  The  gain  in  membership  during 
the  last  quarter  cf  1912  was  over 
twenty-five  per  cent.  *1 

These  figures  clearly  prove  that  tne 
library  is  meeting  with  growing  ap- 
. preeiation  -on  the  -part-  of  the  public, 
and  that  its  sphere  of  usefulness  is 

- constantly  extending. 

Much  has  been  done  v during  the 
past  year  to  increase  the  efficiency  or 
this  popular  institution,  which  next  to 
the  churches  and  the  public  schools, 
comes  nearest  to  the  daily  life  of  the 
'people. 

The  reference  department  has  been 
strengthened  by  important  accessions 
arid  increased  one  third  in  shelf  ca- 
pacity; periodical  literature  including, 
the  files  of  forty  leading  magazines 
for  fourten  years  has  been  systema- 
tized and  made  instantly  available; 
an  efficient  heating  plant  has  been 

- made  a part. of  the  library’s  materia^ 
equipment;  additional  ■ shelving  has 
been  added  and  many  minor  improve-:

The  greatest  care.Jsn 
exercised  by  the  Book  Committee  in 
the  choice  of  books  best  calculated  to-' 
be  of  real  and  lasting  benefit  to  its 
readers  The  rapid  growth  of  the  li- 
brary in  number  cf  volumes  is  a con- 
stant source  of  surprise  to - the  pat- 
rons. The  library  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching the  point  when  it  will  enter 
a new  cl^ss,  that  of  libraries  of  ten 
thousand  volumes  and  over.
